‘No convergence’ in J’lem, Amman and Damascus

"UL pote Secretary of State 
George Shultz said last night 
that he “cannot record any par- 
ticular sense of convergence” of 
views after his talks in Jerusa- 
lem, Amman and Damascus. 
Shultz was speaking to Ameri- 
can reporters on his plane from 
Damascus to Jerusalem. : 
But informed sources in Jeru- 
salem said that Jordan’s King 
Hussein had urged Shultz o 
continue with his peace efforts. 
Hussein had asked Shultz for 
“clarifications” concerning some of 


the American positions, the sources 
said. Shultz is expected to deliver his 
answers to Hussein tonight. In their 
talks, Hussein expressed concern 
over the situation in the territories. 
Shultz also told the reporters that 
Syrian President Hafez Assad's 
views on the U.S. peace plan are 
“sharply different.” Shultz summed 
up his day of talks yesterday by say- 
ing. “The going is very tough. a 
Observers i in Jerusalem said that 


President Hafez Assad stretched to 
four hours, suggesting that negotia- 
tions with the Syrian leader were 


more serious than had been 
anticipated. 

Upon Shultz's departure for Jeru- 
salem, the presidential spokesman 
issued a statement saying Syria's 
conditions for negotiations includ- 
ed: an international peace confer- 
ence with full powers, Israel’s with- 
drawal to the 1967 borders, 
guarantees of Palestinian rights to 
an independent state, and a unified 
PLO-Arab negotiating team. 


“All Arab states agree to these 
conditions, so there's no reason for 
independent delegations,” the Syri- 
an spokesman said.

Shultz expected to press on despite setbacks 


Secretary of State George Shultz 
is expected to press on with his 
peace initiative, even though offi- 
cials in both the Prime Minister's 
Office and the Foreign Ministry 
agreed last night that it appears to 
be floundering. 

The Israeli Sificials said that their 
American counterparts were “run- 
ning out of ideas” on how to break 
the deadlock between King Hussein 
and Prime Minister Shamir. 

Shultz is scheduled to hold a sec- 
ond round of talks this morning with 
Shamir and Foreign Minister Peres, 
in which be is expected to report on 
his meetings yesterday with Hussein 
and Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

Initial reports from Amman prior 
to Shultz’s arrival in Jerusalem last

the American plan, which officials

Shultz in Amman: No separate state 


AMMAN (AP) -U.S. Secretary of 
State Gee Shultz yesterday told 
Jordanian newspaper editors that an 
ind t Palestinian state in Is- 
raeli-held territories ‘makes no 
sense” and also ruled out PLO par- 
ticipation in peace talks. 

“How do you talk to someone 
who says we want to exterminate 


-you (Israel)?" Shultz demanded in 


an interview in Amman. 

The televised interview was not 
shown in early evening news bulle- 
tins by Jordan’s state-run television 
— and a senior government 


source, speaking on condition of an- δι 


onymity, said Shultz’s comments 
were considered to be “very much 
pro-Israeli.” 

Asked when the interview would 
be screened, Information Minister 
Hani al-Khasawneh told Reuters, 
“not tonight.” 

Shultz’s interview followed a 75- 


minute meeting with King Hussein 
in Amman. 


Shultz said that he had found “a 
little more flexibility in psoples’ 
minds” on his swing of Middle East 
capitals with a plan to open negotia- 
tions by May 1 to provide limited 
self-rule for Palestinian Arabs on 
the West Bank and in the Gaza 
Strip. 

Shultz also said: “We don’t think 
an independent Palestinian state on 
the West Bank makes sense...It 
doesn't seem to me in the cards that 
you should just go back to the 1967 

orders.” 


He claimed that a Palestinain 
mini-state op the West Bank and 
Gaza would not be economically 
viable. 

Shultz, in his interview with Jor- 
danian editors, left no doubt that 


PLO participation in peace talks was 
impossible until the PLO accepted 
Israel's right to exist and renounced 
terrorism. 

“Israel is here, it’s here to stay,” 
he declared. 

He called on the PLO to change 
its covenant calling for an end to the 
Jewish state. 

Shultz described Israel as sur- 
rounded by hostile forces and noted 
that “naturally jt is preoccupied with 
its security and that’s 
understandable.” 

“Several of the Jordanian editors 
questioned whether the U.S. could 
serve as a fair mediator between the 
Arabs and Israel. 

Shultz said that the U.S. was a 
friend of both sides and rejected the 
editors’ demands that Israel be pres- 
sured to relinquish the West Bank 
and Gaza and that he support the 
creation of a Palestinian state. 


Mubarak ‘baffled’ by Shamir’s stance on peace 


CAIRO (AP) -- President Hosni 
Mubarak yesterday commended the 
U.S. for trying to make peace in the 
Middle East, but questioned whetb- 
er Yitzhak Shamir is really willing to 
let Israe] take part in it. 

Mubarak singled out Shamir’s 
dogged opposition to an interna- 
tional conference to launch Arab- 
Israeli peace negotiations and said 
he was bafiled by the prime minis- 
ter’s position. 

Asked to assess Shultz’s chances 
of success, Mubarak replied: 
“Where there's a will, there’s 2 
way.” He spoke to reporters after

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Shultz media blitz influences some

Secretary of State George Shultz very proba- 
bly did influence some of the Israeli public 
Guring his television interview on Sunday night. 
However, most people were not influenced by 
what he said, but rather by their belief that he 
made an impact on others. 

This assessment was made by Prof. Elihu 
Katz, a communications expert at the Hebrew 
University, who told The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day that such an effect is common in “media 
diplomacy,” whereby foreign dignitaries talk 
directly to the people of another nation over the 
heads of their leaders.

“The power of the media often lies in the 
myth that others are being influenced.” Katz: 
said. “The media may be influential in policy- 
making even when they have not actually 


_ changed anybody's mind.” 


He cited a survey conducted just after the 
broadcast by the Israel Institute of. Applied 
Social Research, which found that almost half 
of those questioned thought that Shultz had 
some influence on others. " ᾿ 

Most people said, however, that Shultz did 
not influence them, even though most of them 
were impressed by his sincerity. Katz said that it 
‘was typical to find that people think chat others, 


and not they themselves, have been influenced. 

About a third of those surveyed said that 
Shultz had attracted people to his side, while 8 
per cent said that he had turved people against 
his position. About 80 per cent said that the 
Broadcasting Authority had done the right 


- thing by responding positively to Shultz’s τὸν 


quest to speak to the Israeli public. 

As for the substance of Shultz’s position, 60 
per cent thought that Israel should accept his 
plan for an international conference, while 40 
per cent rejected the proposal. Katz said that

Amal clashes with Hizbullah

METULLA -- Amal Shi'ite militia 
men reportedly clashed with mem- 
bers of the Iranian-backed Hizbul- 
lah group for the second day 
running yesterday, as tension be- 
tween the rival organizations erupt- 

ed into violence. 

According to news agency re- 
ports, the armed clashes centred on 
the Nabatiya area, where Hizbullah 
activists exchanged fire with Amal 
tiilitiamen at an Amal checkpoint 
on Monday moming following an 
argument. Two Amal militiamen 
were wounded in that incident. 

Unconfirmed reports said a re- 
gional Amal leader died yesterday. 
But it was not clear whether he was 
one of those wounded in Monday's 
incident. 

According to the wire services, 
Amal militiamen arrested dozens of 
Hizbullah activists on Monday and 
yesterday. 

Sources in South Lebanon said 


Amal had mobilized its forces in and 
around the port town of Tyre, an 
Amal stronghold. More checkpoints 
have been set up in the area and 
armed Amal militiamen were out in 
force. 

Tension between the rival groups 
has run high for several weeks, de- 
spite mediation efforts by leaders 
and religious dignitaries of both 
sides. 

Hizbullah supporters have ac- 
cused Amal of hampering ne 
tance” operations against the ID! 
and its South Lebanese Army ally in 
the south and have called for taiks 
over Amal’s self-appointed role as 
defender of the south. The Islamic 
fundamentalist group has also de- 
nounced Amal's support for Unifil 
and its help in the search for kid- 
napped American UN officer Lt. 
Col. William Higgins. 

Last month, a Lebanese Army of- 
ficer, a Shi'ite affiliated to Amal, 
was assassinated near Nabatiya, ap- 
parently by Hizbullah activists. 


Since, then a regional Hizbullah 
Ieader and a Sunni affiliated with 
the Palestinians have gone missing 
in Amal-controijed areas. 


For its part, Amal has stepped up 
propaganda’ against the Hizbullah.

But Sofer, who had just complet- 
ed a two-part documentary on the 
remnants of Polish Jewry, was excit- 
ed at the thought of returning to 
Poland to head a team that would 
relay such a quiz to the Israeli view- 
ing public.

the quiz, which will be held at the 
‘Warsaw Congress Hall on April 17, 
will be transmitted live on both Isra- 
el Television and Galei Zahal. In 
the audience in Warsaw will be Dep- 
uty Prime Minister and Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon. 

The quiz is one of the central 
events commemorating the 45th an- 
niversary of the Warsaw Ghetto up- 
rising. It will be preceded by a 
“March of the Living” to the sites of 
struggle and extermination.

They 
will be representing over 100 Jewish 
communities from 25 countries.

The 
U.S. is next with 200, followed by 
Canada (140), France and South Af- 
rica (70 each) and England (25). 
Considering the size of its Jewish 
community, Greece is sending a dis- 
proportionately large contingent of 
15, equivalent to the total number of 
South American participants repre- 
senting Brazil, Argentina, Peru, 
Venezuela and Chile.

The media and the uprising -- a debate

HERZLIYA -- How was yesterday's panel dis- 
cussion different from all other panel 
discussions? ὃ 

In other pane! discussions, Israel Television's 
general manager, Haim Yavin. and IDF spokes- 
man Ephraim Lapid would have disagreed 
about many things. In yesterday's discussion, 
however, they went beyond disagreement to 
cooperate in delivering a spirited defence of a 
free press in a democratic society. 

The topic of the discussion was su ἃ to 
have been, “The media as a strategic tool of 
terror, and the importance of protecting the 
public's right to know.” But the exchange 
quickly degenerated into another debate on the 
media's coverage of the uprising in the 
territories. 

Also icipating in the discussion at Herz- 
liya’s Yad Labanim was Avi Pazner, Prime Min- 
ister Shamir'’s media adviser. The moderator 
was Yediot Aharonot staffer Shlomo Nakdimon. 

The mainly right-leaning crowd of about one 
hundred, perhaps agitated after sitting through 
a full day of convincing lectures and presenta- 
tions on how the media are the most important 
weapon in the arsenal of terrorists, repeatedly 
interrupted the panelists’ presentations with 
complaints of biased coverage of the unrest. 

Lapid, accustomed to defending the IDF's 
policies limiting press coverage of the territo- 
fies, quickly found himself defending the media 
against the audience's attacks. 

“We are proud to be living in a democracy,” 
he said, adding that the IDF's decision to keep 


the West Bank and Gaza largely open to media 
coverage, “even in the most difficult condi- 
tions.” was based on the principles of a free 
society. 

Yavin lectured the audience on the responsi- 
bilities of a citizen in a democracy to inform 
himself before going to the polls. “It’s not the 
public's right to know. It's the public's duty to 
know.” ' 


He defended Israel TV's coverage of the up- 
rising as balanced and in-depth, and said vehe- 
mently in response to one question that he was 
“not ready to show you a lie.” He said he and 
the other members of the TV staff wrestled with 
their consciences daily over their coverage of 
events in the territories, but warned that news 
with an educational bent, or “guided news” as 
re ademas put it, was the most dangerous 
of afi, 

Heraliya Mayor Eli Landau, one of the spon- 
sors of the day-long event, closed the discussion 
with the statement: “The media must report the 
truth, but it must also be Israeli."

“The films are getting moré sophisticated and 
stronger.” Gitlis said. 

Yesterday morning, an expert on terrorism, 
Prof. Ariel Merari, said that the government 
must make agreements with the media to limit 
coverage of terrorist incidents, such as a total 
black-out during the attacks themselves. 

Merari, head of the Terrorism Project at Tel 
Aviv University’s Jaffee Centre for Strategic 
Studies, argued that the media necessarily conp- 
erated with terrorism because their job was to 
report stories, but in doing so they often helped 
the terrorists’ cause. 

“The media are the terrorists’ weapon, an 
invaluable tool, and coverage is at least part of 
the achievement of any terrorist act,” Merari 
said. “‘No doubt the media are inseparable from 
terrorism,” he added. “A terror squad consists 
aa ἵν terrorists and eight journalists,” he 
joked. .

Dukakis has small 
lead over Jackson 


DENVER (AP) ~ Michael Dukakis 
fought his way to a slight lead over 
rival Democrat Jesse Jackson in 
Colorado’s presidential caucuses 
yesterday, but less than half the re- 
sults from the slow-moving count 
were known. 

Vice President George Bush 
dominated straw polls taken at Re- 
publican caucuses, comering nearly 
80 per cent of the vote and βίην πα 
off a feared ambush by former tele- 
vision evangelist Pat Robertson. _ 

Dukakis and Jackson had hoped 
to use the caucuses -- the first step in 
selecting 45 of Colorado's 51 dele- 
gates to the national party conven- 
tion this summer — to gain stature 
for Tuesday's primary in Wisconsin. 

But with the results trickling in 
and the candidates within a few per- 
centage points of one another, it 
appeared neither would be able to 
claim a big victory. 

Some caucuses delayed their start 
in order to allow sports fans to 
watch the end of the Kansas-Okla- 
homa national college basketball 


championship Monday evening. 
One precinct took a recess so partic- 
ipants could watch the game. 

With 1,234 of the erp 2.784 

incts reporting, or 44 per cent, 
Dukakis led Jackson 46 per cent to 
40 per cent. Tennessee Sen. Albert 
Gore Jr., who made litde effort in 
this western state, got 4 per cent. 

Dukakis had 2,549 county dele- 
gates to Jackson's 2,264, figures sup- 
plied by the Colorado Democratic 
Party showed. 

As expected, Bush, who stands 
almost alone in his quest for the 
Republican Party fomination. dom- 
inated the scant returns reported to 
Darty officials. 

Early Republican poll results 
showed Bush with 1,288 votes. or 78 
per cent, and Robertson with 136, 
or § per cent. 

Dukakis had picked up endorse- 
ments several weeks ago from the 
state’s governor, Roy Romer, but 
Jackson made his presence felt with 
a series of strong campaign appear- 
ances over the weekend. 


Beirut silenced as

BEIRUT (Reuter) — Lebanon 
ground to a standstill yesterday as 
trade unions faunched a one-day 
general strike in protest against low 
wages and soaring prices. 

Silence fell across the war-racked 
country, as the general labour feder- 
ation’s call to strike shut shops, 
banks, petrol stations, restaurants, 
Offices and local media.

The nightmares of Pessah shopping 
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By GREER FAY CASHMAN 

Modern food technology is 
_ threatening to wipe out the clear 
line dividing Pessah from the rest of 
the year. Upgraded techniques in 
food processing constantly expand 
the range of foods which may be 
eaten at this festival. In fact, with 
the obvious exception of bread it- 
self, we can eat almost everything at 
Pessah that we eat the rest of the 
year round. 

On the other hand, we can pur- 
chase matza, matza meal and matza- 
bali mix all year round. The same 
goes for horseradish relish, though 
at Pessah some of us are more in- 
clined towards making our own 
rather than buying the convenient 
jar. Crying your way through the 
preparation somehow adds to the 
spirit of the festival, as does the 
frenzied house-cleaning which 
‘ leaves many housewives bieary eyed 


by the time the seder itself rolls 
around. 

How on earth can any self re- 
specting housewife truly enjoy seder 
night in this strange country whch 
has only one seder as opposed to 
two in the Diaspora? It's all she can 
do to stay awake for the afikoman. 
But the second night: that’s some- 
thing else. Uniess she’s hell bent on 
providing a completely different 
menu from that of the previous eve- 
ning. she’s got most of the day to 
Test and can be fresh and alert for 
the second seder instead of dropping 
from exhaustion. 

In Israel, she can enjoy’a second 
seder only if she’s entertaining ob- 
servant relatives from abroad. 

But that’s not all that’s different 
here. After 15 years in Israel, [ still 
can’t get used to the nightmare of 
Pessah shopping. Aside from the

shoppers, the supermarkets are be- 
coming increasingly careless about 
separating Kasher L’Pessah prod- 
ucts from those not fit for Passover 
consumption. In the supermarket 
where I shop, they put the Passover 
cakes side by side with the bread. 
What's a few crumbs between 
friends. 


There was only one small section 
of this rather large supermarkeét re- 
served for an extraordinarily limited 
range of Passover goods, but non- 
Passover commodities had some- 
how found their way onto the same 
shelves. 


Meandering around the other sec- 
tions, the eagle-eyed shopper could 
easily amass a cartfull of Passover 
foods, but making the selection was 
totally bewildering, Just which rab- 
binical authorities does one trust? 
Are all, or just some of them, to be 
trusted, or perhaps none? 


__ None of these worthy authorities 
insists on any separation in super- 


* markets between food displays con- 


taining lentils (which Ashkenazi, as 
to Sephardi Jews do not eat 
on Pessah) and those which have no 
lentils. So those of us, to whom such 
things matter, have to waste hours 
reading the lists cf ingredients. 
Now some firms, conscious of the 
problem and anxious to please the 
consumer, don’t merely inform you 
that the product is made with edible 
vegetable oils. They spell out wheth- 
er such oils are cottonseed, palm or 
soya. In ‘this country, the latter is 
most often the case, but since a lot 
of companies don’t want to lose out 
on sales, they deliberately omit to 
print the name of the vegetable from 
which the oil was extracted. 
But even if one compromises and

Dieldrin, the deadliest insecti- 
cide, is effective for five to six 
weeks, but it is banned in most 
countries because it is ecologically 
harmful and can kill anything that 
creeps, crawls or flies, Cortas said. 
"Even if the invasion towards the 
Mediterranean is halted, Cortas 
said, “the danger will not be dis- 
pelled; it will simply go somewhere 
else” in a vast arc stretching from 
the Atlantic to the Red Sea covering 
30 million square kilometres.

poleon Chagnon, of the University 
of California at Santa Barbara. 
; , His theory is based on observa- 
tions of the Yanomamo Indians of 
southem Venezuela and northem 
Brazil. Chagnon has spent 23 years 
studying these primitive people, 
who have no written language, laws 
or number systems, and whose life- 
style is characterized by bouts of 
bloody tribal warfare, usually over 
women. 

Their way of life may be a model 
for many other primitive societies, 
and may even have implications for 
our own, he suggests. . 

Chagnon’'s studies have revealed 
that 44 per cent of Yanomamo men 
have participated in a murder, and 
that a third of these males die 
violently. 

‘In addition, he found that men 
who killed-— unokais -- had more 
wives and children than men who 
did not, so establishing their own 
genetic types preferentially. 

Not all Yanomemo fights lead to 
murder, Chagnon found, There is a 
graded sequence of increasing seri- 
ousness -- from shouting matches, 
chest pounding and fights with clubs 
and axes, to finally shooting with 
bows and arrows. 

“In all byt the last case, fights are 
not intended to lead to mortalities,” 
says Chagnon in a recent issue of the 

ine Science.

AS THE :TREND to computerize 
the work environment continues to 
increase exponentially, there is a 
new, small but related trend tagging 
along behind: to keep those comput- 
ers going even when conventional 
fails, for whatever reason.

THE HULA, whose lake was 
drained in the 1950s to provide new 
fanmland, is becoming more and 
more infertile, its topsoil blowing in 
the wind and the remaining fayers 
full of harmful organisms. Israeli sci- 
entists have recently developed a 
solar irradiation technique that is 
expected to restore this lost fertility 
to 20,000 dunams and reduce pollu- 
tion of the Kinneret. 

The Hula soil has become so de- 
pleted that yields have become mini- 
mal, producing peat with a surplus 
of nitrates that wash into the Kinne- 
ret and harm the water quality. 


Dr. Moshe Miron, ἃ researcher in” 


the Galilee region, has led a team 
working on an experimental project 
at the Volcani Institute in Beit Da- 
gan. The team uses the sun to kiil 
bacteria and restore soil fertility. 
The technique was developed by 
Hebrew University scientists in the 
Agriculture Faculty in Rehovot. 
Damp soil is covered with transpar- 
ent polyethelene for ἃ month during 
the summer. The heat that builds up 
under the plastic sheeting destroys 
plant-disease-producing organisms. 

Beans in this irradiated 
Hula soil were found to grow much 
better than in the untreated peat. 
Farmers from the area said that the 
yield reminded them of the “good 
old days in the Hula.” The tech- 
nique also killed off harmful weeds 
that the Hula farmers had been un- 
able to get rid of in any other way. 

Miron found that the technique 
reduces the accumulation of nitrates 
in the soil. He predicts that its appli- 
cation to vast expanses of land will 
reduce water pojjution.

STOP SMOKING with help from 
your computer? A programme de- 
veloped by psychologist Sid 
Schneider at Behavioural Health 
Systems in Ossining, New York, 
claims to help. Schneider's pro- 
gramme is meant for smokers who 
would like to quit but aren't willing 
to go to a psychologist or to a smok- 
ing-cessation course. 

According to ἃ report in Psychal- 
ogy TODAY’, the smoker is asked 
by the computer to ask a series of 
questions about his habit, and it re- 
sponds accordingly: ““Your answers 
on the questionnaire suggest that 
you smoke to accentuate pleasure. 
Soon, you'll see you don’t reaily 
need to smoke.” says the computer. 

It advises smokers what to do 
when they feel the urge for a ciga- 
Tette. “Imagine a giant neon sign 
brightly lit up saying *Don't Smoke.’ 
Do that now.. .. Once you stop the 
thought that you should smoke, the 
urge can pass away.” 

Smokers record their progress in a 
diary and get feedback in the form 
of a graph of their tobacco consump- 
tion. If they have communications 
modems at home, they can even ar- 
gue with each other and leave mes- 
sages for Schneider when they need 
help. In a study of 680 smokers the 
study was found to be more effective 
on lighter smokers. 


THE WORK of company sales- 
men is made easier with a hand-held 
imported computer, replacing the 
bundles of catalogues, receipts and 
price lists they used to take to 
stores. The Neca soap company has 


equipped its sales personnel with the 
portable computers. whose memory 
contains an index of all customers 
and their debts, as well as all prod- 
ucts, prices, discounts and special 
sales.

WITH seemingly half the nation travelling around the country 
enjoying a Pessah holiday, the public's attention cannot easily 
focus on what appears to be shaping up as an unprecedented 
crisis in the country’s health services.

When the Histadrut Secretary General, in response to this 
Knesset action, informed the Treasury that Kupat Holim 
would observe the law, the health fund’s doctors took immedi- 
ate counteraction, closing all Kupat Holim hospital operating 
theatres, except for emergency cases. 

Now, after some second thoughts, Mr. Kessar has instructed 
his lawyers to determine whether in fact the Knesset action is 
binding since it is a piece of retroactive legislation. But the 
doctors are continuing their sanctions and threaten to intensify
